The Spirit of the Times, with respect to Freethought and 
religion, is toward a broader welcome for and understanding 
of the ever living echoes of the great tmths voieed by free- 
thinkers dead and To come to • proper appreeiation 
of the present trend of thought it is necessary to compare the 
tlioughi that measured the ages of the past with that of the 
present. Since entering the arena of thought reform Free- 
thought has had to battle a multitude of gods. Through her 
untiring efforts most of these goiis are now physically and 
mentally incapacitated. Each god in his time and turn had 
to submit to many changes to suit the peculiar whims of each 
generation. The most righteous god idea I have ever read 
about is the one advanced by Thomas I'aine, which is to say, 
that if a liberty loving, liuniatie and honest man begets a god 
it is a righteous one. The most infamous god idea with which 
I am acquainted is the Christian. The Christian god is the 
one with which we are most concerned. Like otlier gods, Jehovah 
has been deprived of many of his original powers. Ills creators 
would hanlly recoL^nize liini if sIiowm the battered sclieme 
today, "'Active" god.'^ liave ever been intolerant until dead 
and buried. Therefore, the Cluisliun god must diL--lie must 
be pruned of the powers attributed to him by his followers 
and relegated to the realm of dead things. Tiie peoj.le have 
always had a god such as they desire and as the (ueseiil Chris- 
iian is.sue is t acli day j;nj\ving more obnoxious to thinking people, 
Jehovah is about to pai^s into oblivion. H* il slMNlt to hmrwt 
his lust croji of humanity for hell. 

When Christianity adopted Jehovah, the g(jd of ihe ancient 
Jews, he was, so far as Christendom w:is cducerued, a mere 
babe — an alien foundling without ])ow(i'. I'Or three tiundred 
yean and more his handful of l.dlowers buttled to elevate 
him to a place of recognition among the ruling g4)ds, courting 
death at the hands of Pagan fanatics lo do so. In the early 
part of the fourth century when CoiisiaMiiuf Conslantine the 
Great— was waging war against Muxeniius, he alTects to accept 
tha Christian religion, and by the use of IjIs ujuKlerous sword 
ChriaUanity waa lifted to a position of jxiwer. li was Con- 
ataotina'a ambition to be Emperor of ull the iioman Kmitire. 
Ha waa about to engage Mazentius in battle before the City 
of Roma in wbai ia known as the battle of Miivian Bridg<3, 
and baUaviBg that the Soman generals had secured the favor 
of tha BoiMUi goda ba eommeneed to reconnoiter for some other 
god who aoold tnni the tida of battle and bring him victory. 
At this time no one doubted tha effleocy of prayer and erery 
osa believed that battles war* won by the intervention of 
•apematnral powers, and as Constantine's predecessoi-s had 
ffeikd miserably he wtm suspieioua of the Roman gods. He. 
tbaNfofa, tomad to tba CSiriatiaD deity whom no Boman general 
had am rMO giri aad and who had narar been tried oat in eon- 
fliat Li farvant prayer ha aakad thia god "To declare himaelf 
who ha waa." Of aooraa tha god did not fail him; it waa not 
Conatantina'a parpoaa to lat him do ao. What happanadf 
Antboritiaa diAr aa to what oeenrrad at about thia time, but 
Ensebins aays thai on this day jnat after hi^ noon, the 
Emperor, Uf ting bia eyes to tha aaintillating akiaa beheld the 
4giuf of • ovoaa. It waa kaatad joat abova tha aoa aad waa 



a aii^t of great qplendw. Blaanad tharaon waa the inaerip- 
tion, "Conqner by Thia." What naxtf ffia army moat aae 
tha aign i^«Ma heaven aa thay moat hava aoofldenoe in thia now 
fooad power whan thay maroh to battle. Anything that Con- 
ataatine saw and pointed ont to them they eoold aae, of aooraa, 
whether it was there or not, aa ia thoaa daya it waa tha anatom 
to see, hear and think by proxy. Ihe atory eoat^aaaa that on 
the night after the viaioa Chriat appeared to Coaataatiaa ia 
a dream (same old way) bearing tha radiant aiga that had baea 
seen in the heavens. The next day he summoned Ghriatian 
teachers and they told him that "Christ waa God, the only 
begotten Bon of the one true Ood, and that the vision he had 
seen waa the symbol of immortality of the victory which Chliat 
had won over death." 

Such is the story by Eusebius, the church historian. Thara 
are many others, however, which differ very materially. 80BM 
tells a different story about the sign, and others say he saw a 
celestial army marching through the heavens. Eusebius at- 
tempts to establish the truthfulness of his story by declaring 
that Constantine took a royal oath — whatever that meant— that 
he saw a cross. As much as authorities differ about the story 
of the vision, they all agree that Constantine sought the favor 
of the Christian god. it is well to note, however, that the 
story as told by Eusebius did not appear until the year 387, 
the year of Constantine's death, and twenty-five years or more 
after the alleged event. Eusebius first tells the story in his 
"Life of Constantine," but he says nothing about the event ia 
his "History of the Church" whiah amieaiaJ in the year 8M^ 

fourteen years after the vision. 

Having arranged for the necessary supernatural aid Coii- 
slanline charged the cavalry of Ma.xenlius and victory was his 
at the first encounter. Ma.xeiitius ' forces left the field in dis- 
order and in their elTorts to escape many were slaughtered at 
Alilvian Bridge, which collai)sed, and Ma.'centius was drowned. 
This victory turned I ho tide for Christianity. The pagans could 
no longer ignore the Christian god as he had won a battle and 
was now in g(Jod repute. Elevated to a place of rec<jgnitiou 
among the various prevailing religions. Christians at once com- 
menced to war among themselves and we learn of many appeals 
to ('onstantine to settle disputes between warring sects. 

Such is the story of the rise of Christianity to -i jjlace of 
good rejjulo uinong religions. She owes her life to the sword 
in the hands of Constantino Ihe (Jreut, that human brute, who 
had his wife murdered in a boiling bath. Sopater, his friend, 
he put to death. Licinius, his sister's husband, he sitrangled. 
Crispus, his son, he (jrdeied beheaded. This same Constantine 
repented on his death bed, was baptised according to the Chris- 
tian faith, and passed into the great onkaowB aiaaaaad his 
crimes. Such is Christian justice. 

Friaads, thia god whom Christendom's leaders hold uj) to 
the world aa a god of love and mercy is the god of the criminal 
and anaiairt J«ws, bearing all tha eharaeteristics of that bar- 
barous tribe. As compared with the criminals and friends of 
our day ba atanda like a towering oak in a wildernees of under- 
brush.

•oa^la c lsd ha had made a saeoad mistake, and then, to redeem 
aU tbo "sinnon" of the wwrU, ha daeidad ha wonld have to 
aoM to earth in the fomi of nan. To aaeonqidish this he 
aoBBitted adoltery with a viifiii, shifted tha r«poiiBibUity to 
tha holy ghost, and in regnlatioa tisM waa bom a mala babe, 
bailiff aa mneh amaaad ovar tha wonders of his great toes a« 
any other ehiU bom of woman. Thia hybrid oflspriag, the man- 
deity, permitted a man of Unite intelliffanae to deeeiva him, 
in eonaeqaenee of whieh he waa enieilled <m a eroM and thia 
aheddinff of bkwd, wa are told, waa for tha radenqiCioB of 
ainners. Aeeording to tha Christian narratiTa we And that their 
ffod, all-powerful, alUwiee, infinite and soprmne, so elaimed, has 
tried three timae to make Us ehildren on earth— prodnets of his 
divine wisdom and power — moral and pore, mordaviiv and baiog 
murdered in order to do so. But those agBarts were without 
their looked for results, and now after mora than nimttsn 
hundred years have passed sinee Christendom's fod *«^itHttd 
adultery with a virgin for the purpose of savinff tha worid, wa 
are still in need of a saviour. But friends, tha savior 
needs is not <«e bora of a virgin and eoneeived by a ghoat, nor 
a god pUfitad from a barbarian tribo— tha savioor of 
mnst be r eaao n a d -oot troth, a gudden foontain spoatiiw forth 
ita aparkHng volmnaa of Lova, Hqia and lAnray. 

Whila Christiana are foioed to admit the god whom thay Ud- 
napad from tha Jawa haa made three grand failom in at- 
taaq^tlBff to popolato tha worid with paoj^ of hia liUng, they 
■till deelare him their one best bet To uphold hia name they 
have tortured, burned and inqiffiMniad. Tb» hiatoiry of Ghrli* 
tianity ia a solid reeord of erimo. Thara ia tha Idatocy of the 
Croaadas with twenty million vietima aa tha priaai IImn ia 
tha InqoiiitiMi with iU eonntlaaa dead, with ita inatramanto 
of torture sueh as the rack, the thnmbaarow and the dai^faon. 
There is Torquemada, a Christian brata» with his t^intandf 
alain. There ia tha Chriatian Calvin, whoae twenty-foor yean' 
reign in Geneva, a tiHj «f inhabitants, saw three handred 
persons officially mniderad, moat of whom were woiMa ehaigad 
with being witchaa and poaaaaaad of darlla. TUa aama Cabin 
bomed Miahael Barvatna at tha ataka for tha "itpardffnaMt 
ril iiiiii^of having written a book.

Thara ia the hiatory of witeharaft with ita aountlees vietims 
atrewn along Chriatendom's shores, whieh still springs up and 
alaima a vietim now and then. Murder has been the ehief 
virtue of Christianity whsrever it haa eontroUed the throttle 
of State. Every page of tha ehnreh'a history is eovered with 
the erimaon blood of the innoeent. And in the face of the facts, 
if the Chriatian god ia all-powerful and ever-present, I charge 
him with being an aaeaaao r y to all of Christianity's erimes. I 
eharge them who committed murder and torture in his name as 
being morally inferior to tha man and women murdered uiul 
tortured. If Christiana ware eriminala and bratea in the past, 
when did they riaa to be auperiora at non-briievers and indifler- 
entists, aa th^ elaim todayf Tbat ia to aay.

Such is the record of the Christiau god and church, which 
was not made by solicitation nor under duress, and it is by that 
record they imist stand. That same old church is still in our 
midst. And do wi> hear her apologizing for her cruelties and 
malicious errors ui' the past .' No; but in her old Jeei'ptive way 
she is proclaiming that she is an institution of chanty and 
uiercy.

Kriends, are we going to 
submit to an anaesthetic from which we must sooner or later 
be aroused only to find that we have been deceived by that 
monumental tyrant of the past^ — the Christian church f Are we, 
god-like, going to stand idly by and permit this insatiate demon 
of superstition to fasten upon the minds of the cliildren and 
credulous of this oonntry tha IrasJika abaaklaa of fhith, areed 
and tradition T 

Claiming to be poaeessed of full and absolute truth conceru- 
»nng every question regarding life and death, revealed to them 
in Holy Writ, Christians have ever refused to gi\e consideration 
to Reason's arguments. But the efforts of Freethinkers, Rea- 
son's most earnest advocates, have wrought u change. Free- 
thinkers long since declared their independence from the alleged 
decrees of gods, manned the pilot wheel of intellect with the 
power of pure reason, steered their Monitor of truth and justice 
into the turbulent stream of life and deded Christianity to turn 
the broadsides of her Merrimao of superstition to battle.

We still find her elaiminf that all marriages 
are made in heaven and, therefoTe, indissoluble. She still pro- 
elaims that her god is the ehief matrimonial agent for the 
world and vehemently disputes that he is a miswable failure 
in the offlee, even in the face of the naay pitiful aad nahafipj 
unions she must see every day. 

The orthodox people of today, holding the reins i f cliuich, 
And mnch pleasure in rinptyiufj; theiiisflves <if lont^ and loud 
discourses about liberty, mental freedom, I'l fcdiim i f speech, 
and the riffht to worship accordiiifj to the diclatcs of i.ne's c^m- 
science. Note that they d<tnaiid that one must worship. They 
will grant "religious liberty'' and "mental ticfdoin " S4) \<tu^ 
as one is willing to worship in some way their '^ml. But wiiat 
happens if one cannot conscientiously worshij) or acknowledge 
a god? He is at once shamefully denounced and vilified by 
being called by all the caliinuiious epithets their Christian minds 
can manufacture.

(Jonneclicul 's "blue laws." always a disgrace to the 
State, st(Mid at lli.yidtide with Christian sentiment, hut they ar.i 
now being supplanted by statutes which would have been con- 
sidered infidel in sjiirit had they been cnadcd in the 18th 
century. We find the great State' of I'ennsylvania, a liolbed of 
Presbyterianisin, recently enacting a law jnitting l''reethinkers 
on an equal footing with Clnistians in giving teslimonv in court, 
which is nothing less than a confession fmin these Christian 
legislators that they no longer ciuisidt r [''reel hiiikers a sect of 
liars, and that they are convinced a man can tell the truth 
without believing in the sujH'rnat ural. We also learn of France 
striking "God" from her oaths. I'"iiends, let me say to y<iu 
that every law wriltiii in llie statute books is an admission 
that the so-called divine laws are iiiadc(|uate for the governing 
of man. 

Yes, with at one time all the world against us, battling us 
with sword and statute, fire and dungeon, we are making rapid 
strides toward the goal of our ambition.

.Mr. Harold Bolce in a series of articles which recently ap- 
peared in the Cosmopolitan nuiga/.ine, has shown that tin,' pro- 
fessors in our great universities and cdllegis ha\»' thrown olT 
the shackles of creed and so-called divine law. Released from 
beUad the walls of Mind faith and putrid supMutition, tbaie 
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profeawni now roam in tlip fertile fields of seiontifir investiga- 
tion giving to the people of the M'orld the results of their 
liibors. These educators no ioiitrer stop to inquire while in 
the midst of some research to know whether or not th"ir method 
of procedure eonfornis with tiie laws of Holy Writ. They go 
ill search of truth with no thought of gods. They recognize that 
truth is the only power that turn eave man from a hell of 
error. 

An I'lirlliir evidence of ihe fiict liiat orthodox rhiistianity 
is fast decaying before the cui iddiiiLr iiitliienee of the litrht of 
science, let us note the incsent ineinbership of Ihe (Miristiaii 
churches in the Fnitid State.s t^iday.

list, many who have been dead for ye.iis. lliose who have moved 
and are. forgotten except that tlieir names are on lliC books, 
and the many whose rcliufion is held in the names of wives iind 
jtareiils. Mnl taking' liie tiy:iiies at thcii' t':icc we find that thei(> 
are .')7,()(MI,(>(M> people in the I'nitid Si;il(s who Imld Christian 
teacliini;s in suspicion. About the present meiid)ership of the 
ehnn'hes Dr. MeKarland is (|iioted in the Presbyterian Banner 
4if AuuMsl lil, liltll), ;is siiyinfT, "Of all the iM»oplc in the world 
who pidl'ess ( lirisl lanil y, the iri i al majority, probably not less 
than seven-eiylits. entered npnu the Christian life, or made the 
T'liristian prol'essidn. under the a<rc of seventeen." This stale- 
nienl by Or. McF'arland is as much as to say that the chiindies 
are not con\ cil infr iiialiiie minds to their belief, but are re- 
iMiiilinj; thiir I'ollowcrs l)y |ilayinir npon the fears and unreason 
of tho immature. 

After battling for centmics against overwhelniin;; odds Truth 
is about to emerfre the \ iclor. We haxc seen that ir"'ds can only 
live so long as tho mind is imprisoned and that they decay and 
die witli the ecuning of nieiital freedom. We now have the 
elnirclies on the I'dreat. Some preachers, ostrich-like, are try- 
intr to save the day by hiilinir tlieir heads niuier what they are 
pleased to call ' (^liiist ian evolution." as the Rev. Hillis wouM 
say, or "theislic evidiilion" as Dr. I.yiiian Abbott calls ovolu- 
lioii. While we have the forces of Christianity scattered and 
in disorder it is high time for us to rally for the last charge. 
To do this The Spirit of the Time, ia crying for US to organize. 
The time is ripe lor a National Freethougrht Orgsnization to help 
in continuini.' the tlood of "Radical Criticism" which strikes 
hard at tho dikes of Christian superstition. We now have 
standing at our sides the great Universities, learned apostates 
and the men of science. We cannot afford to let the opportunity 
pass. We cannot all be college graduates, scientific men and 
women, nor doctors of philosophy, but we can siipi>ort the great 
Kreethought leaders and encourage them to keep up the battle. 

The Spirit of the Times demands that we throw ^■tl our small 
differences. If we are to win this fight we must organize and 
take into battle the whole complement of Freethonght minds 
and have concerted action. Why are we Freethinkers known as 
Liberals, Humanitarians, Rationalists, Agnoetiem Atheists and 
Materialists f This wrangling over names must end.

To be- 
eome Agnostic is to say that we know that we do not know 
anything that will satisfaetorily explain all the many questions 
about the wonders of life and the future. Simmered down that 
is the poaition every boneat man moat take. Tk/imt too, it is 
time for eaeh of us to saeriflee a little of onr opiaioa out of 
respeet for the o|iinion of others, ao long as tbey agree with us 
in fundamental principles. The question of whether of not 
there is a god seems to be the m»in point that baa eansed the 
greatest breach in the ranka of Freethonght. ICoat Freethinkers 
say they do not know. Tliey are broad-minded. Some say 
positively that tb«re ii no god. Tbqr we dogmatie. Bat 



friends, have you over stopped to think how little difference 
a god really makes? If there is or is not a god arguments 
cannot change the fact. There is, however, one thitis about 
which all Fret thinkers are agreed, and that is that there is 
associated with the irod idea a great deal of superstition. When 
we have stripped the iile:i nf ;ill the superstition with which it 
is cliiilicd there will be hill little of the ffod left. When the 
( lirisiijin irod is stripped to the flesh he will have to go the 
same way as all other irods that have been undressed. The

and i> 11. >t nt' Miiiicient import aa to afford good eatne for a 

riiplimi in our ranks.

Address; Decay of Orthodoxy, or End of Do(rma: To this 
Dr. T. J. Bowles, of Muncie, Tnd., res|)ondpd. He gave a lonj,' 
and critical review of supwatition, showing how it has always 
walked hand in hand with religimia and aver operated to taOvn 
the minds of men. 

The Spirit of the Times: The writer resi>ondtd and talkad 
about thirty minutes comparing the tlio\ight that obtained in 
the early history of Christianity with that of the present. I 
attempted to show how Christianity had wonned itself out of 
Paganism hy the aid of the sword in the hands of Constantine 
the Oreat; how j.eople fought and perished as the results of 
Christian superstitions, and the intoleranee of the orthodox. T 
attempted to show that the Spirit of the Times has aroused the 
people r.ut of their slumhcis. and that they are now asking 
qneations; that intellectual day is with us, and that we are in 
need of a National Freethought Organization to control our 
reaourees and guide us safely on, and help in contin uing the 
flood of radical criticism whidi ia drowning the agad tmftnA- 
tiona of the Christian peat. 

With the closing of thia addreea adjonrnment waa takes util 
the evening session. 

Evening Session. 
Materialism, Atheiam, Agnoatieism and Infidelity: Mr. Otto 
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Wettsteiii rpspundcd ami hurled some telling shots at the basic 
I)riti('ii>!i's III' ( liii-lianily. In this iuklrcss he completely upsets 
the theory of llie resuriection of the body, the spirit-idea, atul 
the tiiitiiy other superstitions with whieh Christianity is damned. 
While Mr. Wet t stein 's Mdilir^s was a most e\eelleiit one, I 
fear that many of those who heard him did not receive the full 
benefit <if same on aeeount of Mr. Wettstein's low voire, and 
it is to be hoped that he will forward his manuseript to somi- 
Kreet iioiis-ht periodica! for publication, which sliouiil be triven 
as wide a distribution as [xissible as it is loaded with logic, 
reason and truth. 

Correct Thinking: : I'his subject was handled by that able 
scholar, editoi-. and lecturer, Mr. Parker H. Sercombe, Kditor, 
The To-Jforrow Matrazine, Chicapo. 111. He did not confine him- 
self strictly to Kreethon;;ht, that is, as it pertains to religion. 
He contends that sui)erstitioii in the nature of tiiiuL's is neces- 
sary and niiidc the statement that he can siuiw by history that 
superstition was at one lime a saviiiir power for the world. He 
be>;s of us to be patient and says that thirnrs will <:radiiallv 
evolve into a better and brighter state. He believes that all 
the creeds and denominal ions, every sacrifice of human jives, 
such as the burnin<r of the rioi|iiois and the many other like 
disasters are mcessary to brinu about a bellcr condition. He 
maintains that there is no democracy in this counliy ami says 
that here we bav« a commercial deposition; that is, a mutual 
understanding anion;; (lie money powers to work in harmony and 
thus control whatever their greed dictates. 

Mr. Sercombe told alM)iit a Catliolic woman living in Archer 
Avenue, Chicago, whose linsband died some .30 \l^i^r^ a^ro. and rs- 
cendy she had the misfortune to lose iier s^.i. By reason of tbi; 
.son's death she received $1,100.00 life insurance, .lud wJ'nn 
three months from the time she received this life insurance a 
Chicago priest had obtained .$400 from her for prayers for- 
warded to the Almighty asking him to reduce the temperature 
on th« credulous woman's hutband, who had been dead for .30 
years. Mr. Sercombe is prosecuting this priest on the charge 
of false pretenses. 

Mr. Serc(mibe also called attention to the fact that the birth 
rate among the Christian Scientists is greatly falling off. This 
he contends is due to the fact that so nnich blood i* required to 
thinking about their "Science" that it takes the blood away 
from the genital organs and leaves them without SulTicient supply 
to reproduce life. This easily accounts for the Catholics being 
such pndific breeders. They have ever let ioom one claa do the 
thinking for them, and thnvfoN, thair blood topfij eaa ba wMd 
for reproductive purposes. 

Mr. Sercombe also jolted Materia-Medica. He says that if 
the people will quit the use of tobacco, liquor, and other liealth 
destroyers and live temperate lives at all times, doctors could be 
dispensed with. He tuld of a record he has of aged people and a 
complete record of how they have lived. He recently went to 
Washington and propoaed that a bureau of longevity be establish- 
ed, and at the head of tUa bureau he wants most anyona but a 
doctor. He wants some one who knows how to livi-.

only, and that lii« sole piiriK)se was to use the columns of 
his magazine to "assist in the hroadeiiing and lettering of 
religious condition,'' aud to accomplish this end by attract- 
ing "the attention of those who are intereated in dundi 
oonditkoa." 

Under such cirt'iiin-stanw^ as these, what estimate of 
value can be imnh- concerning the '■answer-" received? 
(-ould it possibly be expected that auy preacher, wIkj must 
be interested in ''church conditions" to tiie e.>;teiit of his 
salary, at least, would deliver hii^lf of a rebuke to the 
elnirch, or admit that the church was falling behind In the 
struggle of existence J Not a hit of it. Tin,' ciiurch exists 
today only by reason of it* ability to make a bluff go. The 
aoiiB strength of the church is to be found in the indiffer- 
ence of the i)eople, the millions of the unehurohed, who 
neither l)elieve in the church or care what becomes of it 
Few criminals enter a plea of guiltv. li woiiM Ik; too 
much of an assumption that hired j)reachers would declaim 
BgBinst thB inatitation that keeps Uiem in luxury and idle- 
ness. And yet, some of them have gcme so far as to give 
utterance to sentiments that indicate a lurking suspicion 
that all is not right with the cliuroh. 

Cardinal Gibbons iusi-sts that no cause exists for com- 
plaint against the church of Rome. Rev. CharloB H. Park- 
hurst suggests that the church should become more "spirit^ 
ualized and aggressive. '* Rev. Josiah Strong, New York, 
admits that the chiindi "lags hchind the soi-ial s]drit." Rev. 
Len O. Brough&on, of Atlanta, (Ja., gives a hint that both 
"faith and works are iiee.ded." Rev. Charles F. Aked, 
Xow York, suggests that much of thp difficulty with which 
the (diureh is now confronted would disappear if the 
"salaries of' |irciichcr> were doidde-l." Kev. Russell II. 
Conwell, I'biladelphia, remarks that liie churches "too 
often pass by the real issues." "Gypsy Smith," the no- 
torious evangelist, simply asks that the churches beooue 
"more Christ-like," Strange tf> say, that not one of them 
has struck the right ki v not.-, aii'l they never v.ill so long 
us their minds are iwrmitted to eouliuue in the imrrow 
channel presoribed for them by the denominations to wfaioh 
they \yekmg. 

i'hei real matter with the church is that thi great mass of 
I he people outside of the church are gTOWing In't ter than the 
church. The people have adopted humanitarian i(h als, a 
height to which no ohureh has yet been able to climb. The 
more humanity a man or woman have i^ them the less use 
tliey have for the church and what it represent*. It is thB' 
"d(M)iii of diogma" that reaets up<»n the <-hurch, and not until 
the church abandons it« foolish <h>gmas will it assume an 
air of intellecttul respectal.ility as to d«'inand public aiteu 
tion and < onsideratifm. The church sought to set a^limit 
to liuman progress, hiif progress was irresistible, and that 
which st^^xl in the way had to l.e move.l aside or comiK^lled 
to remodel its structure as to conform with the demands that 
progress made. The church that refused was destined for 
destruotknb Only by adopting nower and higher ideals 
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J lias the ohiiroh been able to «nrvive the scholastic criticisms 

/ of the age. In the course of limc tlw .•Imrch will Imvc so 

I modified and remodeled its d i;iiiiiiic foMii.lntion fliaf it will 

cease to lie "( 'liristian", and liniiianitv will I.e the piiner 
fherel.v. The extreme commercialism of 6omo of the 
pi. a< hers we have above quoted, marks the trne spirit of the 
church in these days, and ooBstitiifes a sure siim of that 
senility that comes with old ajje and marks a dc<Te|.id 
institution.

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SECULAR UNION CONVENTION. 

The Blade is appncialdv indel)l«>i| to J. Atwood Cul- 
bertson for the excellent detailed report of the prooeedinga 
of the Buckeye Secular Union Convention, held at Colum- 
hus, (^hio, Sunday, Sejitendier 12. Owin<;- to the fact that 
he was conijK'lled to return to his home at Pittshiir;; in 
order to avoid inlerferenco with his hnsiiuss affairs, he 
oouipiled the report upon his arrival in Pittsbuig^ which 
naturally delayed it to such an extent that it did not reach 
us in time for our last |>revious issue. ,\s it will come Ix^t- 
ler lat<' than never, we are, jdeased to <;ive th" n>port, iu 
exteuso, this week. 

This report is an outline of what took place. We obaerve 
no minor detail. From it we are unable to learn the growth 
of the T^nion durinjr the past vear, its prospects for a fur- 
ther increase, hoth in finances and in memhers. Following 
the former convention, that of I'.tOS, at Cainil Dover, a 
number of clubs were organi;sed and started to work. Wo 
TCgrst that no itemiaed report was made as to their present 
number, and we express a fervent wish that considerable 
more of detail, as to practical business, and less speoch- 
iMakiufT, could have licen itidulycd in. The officers of the 
Union can aiford to consider the advisability of holding a 
convention for two days hereafter, instead of one, if so many 
speakers are to l)o sobeduled, for we see bv the report, coni- 
pareil with the program, that in spite of the failure of Dr. 
Wilson and the Ulade's editor to he on han>l. there were so 
many speakers tlmt some who were ou hand had to be 
crowded out of the program. One of the failings of Free- 
thought conventions for years, has been an utter lack of 
jiractical business methods, the sole idea appearing to be to 
meet, r(v<dect the old officers, adopt a set of res(dutions, 
listen to a few sixjeches, goo<l, bad and indiff(;ri;nt,— and 
adjourn. It is just such conditions as these that detract 
from a much larger attendance at Freetbought conventions. 
Our experience has been that a national Freethought soci- 
ety, in annual ent inn, wnuld meet with iTi or .SO mem- 
bers, nearly always composed of the same persona, with a 



fair attendance from the locality to listen to the public 
addresses. .Fust as it has been found e.xjwdient bo amend 
the cousiitution (»f the republic from time to time in order 
to meet present exigencies or emergencies, so must we, 
taking profit by past experiences, and as one of the Blade^s 
correspondents aptly expresses it, learn what part to adopt 
and what part tu avoid. It is the duty of the executive of 
••ach society, national, state ov local, to plan, devise, ilesit^n, 
and su<ryesi, with a view to adoption, methods of work that 
shall l)e practical and tend to an extension of the Mganiia- 
tion and its principles. 

Privat<' advices infumi us that the r-dumbus press ■.'ot 
their reports uf flic cnnvention "-terribly mixed." Two of 
the newspaper clij. pings are before us. One is taken from 
the Ohio State Journal date September 12, the day of the 
convention. The other is firom the Columbus News, same 
date. The first named jiaper is rabidly orthodox. aTu! »ve 
have, at different times, criticised it.s editorial e.xprastiiuiiii. 
The latter is an inde{>endent jiajwr and leans neither to ono 
side or the other. The State Journal says there wvra only 
50 presents. The News says that over 100 were on hand 
Saturday night preceding the convention. The reforter 
prepared the item for the State .Joiimal is evidentU a 
religious enthusiast, fur his effort l>ears the nuirl:^ of haviUL' 
made a deliberate attempt to report things that did not 
happen and to quote Freethinkers upon what they did not 
say. Our own knowledge of President Roberts, of Dr. 
Bowles, and the insight we have been given of "Mr. D. W. 
Sanders, of rxviufrton, Indiana, causw us to knosv that they 
did not say what the .State Journal reporter quotes them as 
saying, and not IB the form he has seen fit to put it. .Vfter 
all, the reporter may not be to blame, wholly, for we have 
been a reporter and we know what it is to hand iu a "■?tory" 
and then have the "copy and the text" mutilated by the 
editor who did not gee and did not hear the thinics related. 
Vet, this is a sami)lo of the treatment accorded Freethinkers 
by some of the papers in some cities. It is uixm ourselves 
to ooni|Hd respectful criticism instead of being ridiculed. 

The Mlaile conjrrat ulates the officers, old ami new, upon 
their election. We are pleased that the convention itubseil 
off so aus|)iciously, even though we did not get there to take 
a hand in it We hope for even better results at tho next 
convention. We congratulate Cleveland, the city bv the big 
lake, upon havinir secured it. We promis<' now, ac-idorts 
unfiireseeu not included, to be on hand and render all as- 
sistance possible to the work of the gathering. Cli'veland is 
a liberal city. The convention ought to do good thera It

The doors of the cIimicIi are open all the time to 
them, if they have a little tocjiicy, and the church iiicnil)' t s are 
after them all the time. Hut they won't Ixiihcr you afl(r tlmy 
discover you are ao Inftdel; and after you get a ciiance to tell 



them why you are one. So the ehureh people don't bother me any 
mom, but I would love to meet a true woman Infidel. A few 
wadka ago, a man about 80 yeara old I judge, came to my baek 
door. When I first saw him I took him to be what we call a dude 
tramp. But he was adlii« a rdigioua paper to help him to raise 
money to study for the ministry. I told him I felt sorry for him, 
to think that he waa waating hia young life for aueh a purpose, 
and told him that it would be much more honorable for him to go 
to work on the streets, and more money in it. And I could uot 
refrain while apedting from looking down at the ngffoA lining 
of hia •oat. I told him if he really wanted to aave the yonni; 
men, whom he thought were going to hell, he eould fpA closer to 
them and have a better ehanee to give them good udvico by 
oiirsnizing a Freothought Society and inviting them to it, (ban 
by eompalling them to listen to the gospel of Jesus Christ, for 
ha know that young men would not go to ehureh and listen to a 
sermon that forbade them all enjoyments of this life, end tbsn 
hell in tha future. Well, he did not stop long after I told him 
thih but went on hia way. My letter ia long enough. So hoping 
to meet the ladiea and gentlemen of the Buckeye Secular Union 
in the near future, and extending an invitation to one and all 
when in the city of lima to come and sso us, I remain very truly 
yours.— MBS.

It it moat eneonraging to note that Free- 
thinken are at last awakening to the im- 
portanee of organiiation. The sueeess of 
Mrs. Eliia H. Bliven in organising Mater- 
ialists into an aetive soeiety of nearly 1,000 
mraibers at least provee the possibilities 
along this line, and whether Materialist or 
not, Freethinkers have reason to be eon- 
gratttlated on the Materialist Aseoeiation. 

But there is need of an aetive Free- 
thoni^t organisation, that may inelude all 
who are in the li|^t against religious super- 
stition and op pr eesion, and will eo-operate 
wih the inreeent soeieties— the Materialist 
Aseoeiation, the Chureh of Humanity, and 
the Bnekeye Seeular Union, against Christ- 
ian invasion of our publie sohools, ehnreh 
favoritism, religious legislation, and gov- 
ernment protection of idolatry and snper- 
stilion. 

But there are several important ques- 
tions that ought to be freely discussed by 
our FMethon^t press before sneh a loeiety 
whiflh ought to become a tremendous 
power for truth and liberty, is aetnally 
started. No one should join a society un- 
til they know just what it stands for, what 
objects it has in view, what classes may be 
included in its membership, and what «• 
penses are liable to be connected with it. 

If the word Freethought appears in the 
name, the question immediately arises: — 
Who are Freethinkers, and whom may 
Freethought inelude t The nam* is beoom- 
ing very popular. An Adventist dsclared 
to me a few days since that he was a Free- 
thinker! I would have a great deal of 
difficulty in making Adventists accord 
with my ideal of Freethought, as I would 
also Unitarians, bpiritualists and praying 
Deists. My reason is, that all who depend 
or have any tendeney to depend on non- 
earthly beings for guidanee, strength or 
protectioD, cripple to just that extent their 
own natural reason and judgment, and can 
not be Freethinkers in the broadest sense 
of the term. On the other hand, it is un- 
fortunate that a few, even after abandon- 
ing belief in gods and a future life, show 
themselves to he narrow bigots, inclined to 
deny the privilege of Freethought to others. 

One of the reasons often advanced for 
Freethought organisation is that a strong 
soeiety may have some weight in petition- 
ing against undesirable legislation. Person- 
ally I have little sympathy with this view. 
The people have spent very much time and 
money petitioning their Mrvanta to do this 



and not to do that. It is somewhat as it 
would be if a woman should fill her house 
with servants fresh from the jails, and 
then should write out an eloquent petition 
and read it off to them, imploring them not 
to steal all her silverware. The place tu 
make petitions count is at the polls, and as 
long as a majority vote tor religious op- 
pression, we will get it. The only hope is 
to educate the majority. 

This leads to what should be the pre- 
eminent work of a Freetluiiight organiza- 
tion — the preservation and publication of 
our best literature in tlu' uiest attractive 
form, and the selling of it to chrisians in a 
business-like way. Christians manage to 
make the heathen pay for their conversion 
to Christianity, and while Fn etiiinkers must 
show christian frauil. I believe our litera- 
ture I'liiilil l>e put ill siu'ii turiii that it 
could be sold to the ;;eneral publie, in 
plaee of the indiseriminale and wasteful 
distribution. When the readers pay the cost 
of printing, we can reach thousands where 
we now reach tens, and that which has a 
eoat priee is more highly valued. 

With the Materialist Association and the 
Church of Humanity to blaze the way— their 
successes adapted and their failures 
avoided, the path ought to be eomparatively 
easy for a Freethought organization. Ibe 
rai»d growth of the Materialist Association 
over the Church of Humanity is meetly due 
to the absence of any initiation fee or an- 
nual dues, and it is to be hoped that Free- 
thinkers will never cripple their organiza- 
tion by such a premise. Nor is this the 
only or the chief reason against tax. It is 
generally the case that the assumed right 
to tax leads to the assumed right to waste 
and to misuse. And again, the publishing 
of this tee reciuirement, and all calling for 
funds or begging of any description, would 
almost ruin onr papers for propaganda pur- 
poses. 

Beeognising the fact that Freethinkers 
are generally far from rich (they do not 
employ christian methods in getting ahead), 
the organisation should be planned on the 
most economic basis possible. Salaried of- 
ficers should never be installed, for the 
reason that every one should help push the 
work to the best of hu aUlity, and not de- 
pend on leaders. All thoee who have ever 
been a force toward progress so far have 
taken their salary chiefly in christian 
abuse. 

The ]>lan aiUipied by the Materialist As- 
sociation, of having everyone who wins new 
members counted secretaries, has proved so 
Buceessfnl that it is worthy of attention, 
as is also the plan of dividing the work of 
enrolling members by having one leading 
secretary in each state or section. 

In view of the wide distances that divide 
Freethinkers, it would undoubtedly be wise 
to have each aeeorded a vote by letter or 
postal on all queationa of importance and 



thereby get the wish of the actual major- 
ity. All expenditures of Aseoeiation funds 
should be decided in this v.-ay, and an 
effwt might be made to conduct the organi- 
zation on more democratic lines than have 
ever yet been undertaken by any society. 

It may be question whether it is a wise 
move to call a convention at the start of 
such an organization. The number able to at- 
tend sueh a eonvention would necessarily be 
very small compared with the number who 
Would wish to join, not because the interest 
IS faint, but hecause the distance and ex- 
pense make it imi>ossihle. 

Personally, I think the tirst move ou^ht 
to be the enlisting of the entire Free- 
thought press, if possible, thei.* enrollment, 
and an extended disoussion of ways and 
means. Then by another fall, we ought to 
be able to unite with the Materialist Asso- 
ciation, the Buckeye Secular I'nion. and the 
Chureh of Humanity in such a ringing eon- 
vention as will cause the world to sit up 
and take notice. 

So my vote is for a Xatioiial Freethought 
Association, neither loo narrow nor too 
broad, but composed of the actual Free- 
thinkers — tiiose who are liberated from 
church, pids and spirits, and who will work 
to the end that all people may be so 
liberated.
